CATED THIS WEEK. 


Blue and Gray to Meet In Fraternal 
Love On the Historic Battlefield— 
Interesting Program 
Arranged— 
Enormous Crowd Expected On the 
Big Days. 
Chattanooga, Tenn., Sept. 16.—This 
is to be the most notable week in the 
history of Chattanooga. It is even a 
notable one in the history of the na­ 
tion, which sees the opening of the first 
memorial park authorized by the gov­ 
ernment to the bravery of the blue as 
well as the gallantry of the gray. 
There are to be many things in the 
way of entertainment, both profitable 
and pleasurable. 
Under the big tent 
to-night General John B. Gordon de­ 
livers his lecture, “The Last Days of 
the Confederacy,” while on the other 
side of the city the Fourteenth Ohio 
infantry Battalion band will give a

promenade concert in the grove, where 
they will be encamped during the week 
near 
the 
National cemetery, the 
grounds to be illuminated and decor­ 
ated for the occasion. 
Wednesday is the day of state dedi­ 
cations. Michigan is first on the pro­ 
gram, the hour named being 9 o’clock. 
Ohio will dedicate its fifty-six monu­ 
ments at noon. The place selected is 
Snodgrass Hill. 
That, of all other 
spots of interest in the park, is the most 
accessible. 
Governor McKinley will 
deliver an oration, and at its close will 
formally transfer the monuments to 
Secretary of War Lamont, as the rep­ 
resentative of the 
national 
govern­ 
ment. This is to be the general type 
of the program ta be adopted for the 
exercises of each state, the other states 
being Minnesota, Indiana, Massachu­ 
setts, Wisconsin, Michigan and Mis­ 
souri. 
Minnesota will dedicate at 2 o’clock 
the afternoon of the 18th at Snodgrass 
Hill; Indiana at Lytle Hill, same hour 
and date; Wisconsin at another part 


in formally assuming the park as a part 
of the war department’s projects. 
Thursday night at the tent there will 
be a general reunion of the Army of 
Tennessee (Union), over which Gen. 
Granville M. Dodge, president of the 
society, will preside. 
The speakers 
will be Gen. O. O. Howard, Gen. Joseph 
Wheeler, Gen. Willard Warner. Gen. 
Frank C. Armstrong, Col. rFed Grant, 
and Father Thomas Sherman, music 
of an excellent character being inter­ 
polated. 
The grand miltary review and parade 
will take place Friday at IO o’clock. 
All organized troops present are to 
take part, together with Secretary La­ 
mont and other cabinet officers, the 
governors of a dozen states and their 
staffs, the congressional party, senators 
and other distinguished persons. 
Immediately after the parade a bat­ 
tery at noon will fire a salute of forty- 
four guns from Orchard 
Knob, and 
directly after the luncheon hour the 
exercises of the day in the tent will 
begin, with Vice-President Stevenson 
presiding, the orators being General 
Charles H. Grosvenor of Ohio and Gen­ 
eral William B. Bate of Tennessee. 
The exercises in the tent that night 
are to be under the auspices of the 
army of Northern Virginia and 
the 
army of the Potomac, General E. C. 
Walthall 
of 
Mississippi 
presiding. 
Colonel William C. Oates, governor of 
Alabama, is the orator. 
This will close the week’s events, 
with the exception of a grand war-song 
concert to be given under the tent 
Saturday night, to be led by the Four­ 
teenth Regiment band and a chorus of 
300 voices. 
Homes have been provided for 2,000 
people in the temporary barracks near 
the Stanton house, and 5,000 others 
have spoken for apartments in private 
houses. Track space has been engaged 
for over IOO Pullman cars, and the visi­ 
tors will ocupy 
them 
during 
their 
stay here. 
The influx of visitors from Louisvile 
Saturday and yesterday was tremend­ 
ous.
